Thus it was, that in 1921 Miss 
Doucette returned to her home 
town of Wilmington to take up the 
duties of Visiting Nurse, Here at 
last her desire to do bedside nurs~ 
ing was completely satisfied.

the years many patients have attest 
ed to the excellence of her mini- 
strations, but in order really to 
appreciate what was involved we 
must go back in memory, to the 
year 1921, and recall conditions 
as they existed then, 

First of all, there were the dif- 
ficulties of transportation, To be 
sure the Model T Ford furnished by 
the Public Healthe Nurse Associ 
tion did boast a self-starter, but it 
must have been a warm weather 
‘starter’ for on cold mornings the 
car still had to be cranked by hand, 
an arduous task to say the least, 
Narrow, poorly Ploughed roads 
made winter driving perilous, 
while mud and ruts, ofter a foot 
deep, created a real hazard in the 
Spring. In fact, the only way to 
negotiate was to find a Tidge be- 
tween ruts and endeavor to ride 


that ridge through the muddy sect- 
ion. Fortunately, when conditions 
were too bad ‘Old Dobbin’ and the 
| Sleigh or buggy could be pressed 
into service to take the nurse to 
her patients, Nor was it unusual 
to find the back roads in such a 
State that it was necessary toleave 
the car by the road-side and go 
the remaining distance on foot. 
Still thinking back to those early 
days, we remember that hospitals 
were not utilized as they are today. 
For instance, most babies were 
born at home, and since the time 
of their arrival cannot be scheduled 
night calls were a part or the ser- 
vice to the community, Further-

frequently was done at home, and, 


often in such cases the nurse was 
called upon to administer the anes- 
thetic, and to perform duties which 
today are done only inthe hospital. 

Such were the conditions when 
Miss Doucette assumed her duties 
as Visiting Nurse in Wilmington, 
To her task she brought a rare 
combination of the best nursing 
technique and those warm human 
qualities so essential in caring for 
the sick, Small wonder that during 
her twenty seven years of service, 
She brought blessing and comfort 
to so many beset by illness and 
tragedy. Nor was it strange that 
| these same qualities should some- 
| times involve her in unusual situa- 
tions, For example, there was the 
Patient who, knowing that the end 
was near, showed great anxiety 
about some insurance papers which 
were tucked away in a trunk in the 
hayloft of the barn, At the patient’s 
urgent request Miss Doucette 
climbed up to thehayloft, searched 
the trunk, found the Papers, and 
eased the patient’s mind, 

One of the most trying problems 
to contend with in the home is that 
of chronic illness or a disability 
which requires treatment for 
months and perhapseven for years, 
In such cases, progress is some- 
times so very slow that families 
and patient become discouraged 
and give up the struggle, It was 
in working with these patients 
that Miss Doucette’s faithfulness 
was most evident. Her patience 
and perseverance have been re- 
warded; for she knows that sever- 
al of these patients are living a 
relatively normal life today, when 
but for her persistence they would 
be confined.to a wheel chair. 

Bringing a baby into the world at 
the height of the 1938 hurricane, 
when power failure had deprived 
them of electric lights andrunning 
water, tested the ingenuity and skill 
of both doctor and nurse, Fortu- 


nately, with the aid of portable 
lights brought in by the Fire De- 
partment, and buckets of water 
brought in by neighbors who still 
had some, they completed their 
task, and reached home safely 
in spite of falling trees and wires, 
Miss Doucette’s kindness andcon 
cern were shared by her mother 
who, up to the time of her death in 
1943, at the age of one hundred 
years, made patchwork quilts, lay 
ettes or other items for those in 
need, These were appreciated, par 
ticularly during the depression 
years when jobs and money were 
scarce, and when each article was 
aphrpphiated even before it was 


Many more incidents couldbe re- 
lated, but these will serve to show 
the spirit whch motivated our 
guest of honor as she made her 
daily rounds caring for the sick. 
Exemplifying, as she did, all the 
attributes of a true nurse, it was, 
most of all, her gentle kindness 
and thoughtfullness that endeared 
her to her patients and tothe com- 
munity, Her quiet devotion to the 
task at hand, and her gracious 
bedside manner never failed to 
bring comfort and hope to the pa- 
tient, and reassurance to the family 

The light in hereyeSas she talks 
about her experiences is a clear 
indication that Miss Doucette has 
experienced the truth of the old 
adage - ‘Happiness (which is akin 
to kindness) is like rare perfume. 
You can’t give it to others without 
getting a little on yourself,’

the publication going to two routes 
in No, Resaing. anging weekl 
so that No, Reading residents could 
gay, when asked ‘Yes, I get it’. 

Only North Reading merchants, 
and possibly one or two other ad-! 
dressees are receiving the publi- 
cation, Wilmington residents who, 
have lived here three years have 
12 to receive a copy of this pub- 

ication in the mail, 

In its 1962 statement to the Na- 
tional Directory of Weekly News- 
papers the Crusader claimed it 
was selling 1800 copies weekly, 
and distributing 5400 in free cir- 
culation, The average press run 
of this publication, in 1962, has 
been 5000 copies, 

At the same time, in Ayer’s Di- 
rectory of Newspapers and Period- 
icals, the 1962 circulation was 
listed as 7390.
